At a njeeting in Sara- 
toga on Wednesday of ths 'Bailroad Com- 
mittee appointed at the Oswego Conven- 
Uen to forward the interests of the Dew 
through line from Chicago to the seaboard, 
Hon. John A. Poor of Portland addressed 
the meeting, saying that Portland was the 
best port on the Atlantic coast, and the 
British ship Monarch, with the remains of 
George Paabody on board, had been or- 
dered there. By the proposed road the 
distance from Portland to Chicago would 
be reduced from 1200 miles by the Grand 
Trnuk read, to 960 miles. We must build 
a railroad across New England and make 
a more direct and shorter route. Canada 
is moving to build a direct line on the 
northern line. He gave a description of 
the harbor and facilities for business of 
Portland. 
Gov. 
Washburn alao sent 


cheering words for the Railroad and for 
Portland. .Chicago. he;sald, had been 
heard from—they could not afford 
to in- 


vest their money, but ithey could pledge 
il5.000.000 in freight. 
Portland would 


handle the freight and tranship it to Ea- 
rope at a less coet than New York. The 
difference would pay the extra land car- 
riage there. He calculated that the route 
from Portland to Rutland can be opened 
in two years, if it can be shown that the 
line will be continued west. 


The Stale of Maine has much interest in 


this line, and we trust that Portland will 
be successful in the struggle against the 
power of the other outlets. 


TAXING THE C±ECTrr.ATioit OF STATE 


BAKES. We have already published an 
abstract 6f the opinion of the United 


i States Supreme Court sustaining the au- 


thority of Congress to tax the circulation 
of State banks. A dissenting opinion was 
presented by Mr. Jnstice Nelson and con- 
curred in by Mr. Justice Davis, in which, 
afur noting the fact that there were four 
State banks in existence at the time of the 
adoption of the Federal Constitution, it is 
held that it is competent for the States to 
charter and establish State banks and 
asserted that this view has been distinctly 
affirmed by this Court. It is then said 
that the bills or notes issued by State 
banks and put into circulation, instead of 
being the property of the banks issuing 
them, are, in fact, but their indebtedness 
and as such they are not liable to the tax 
imposed. The General Government can- 
not tax the franchise, nor the indebted- 
ness of these institntioas. The view is ta- 
ken that this tar ;npon the issues of tbe 
banks in question is an unjustifiable at- 
tempt to rush them oat of existence.
